Plants and Trees. : 
Though thoro is not much lund 
avilable for tho display of flower- 
ing plants ia Hongkong for public 
dolight, and though thore is not a 
public park in the gonorally ac- 
ceptad sense of the term, wgreat 
deal is done to beautify such areas 
as como under the control of.the 
lucal Botanical and Forastry. De- 
partment. ‘Tho report of the 
Superintendent for last, your is o 
record of the vare’ which has 
always Leen bestowed on tho 
botanical cullections in tho public 
spaces, as Wellas the nevor-ond- 
ing war on timber stealors who 
make raids on the pine planta- 
tions of the Colony. The report 
wo have under review goes bo- 
tho usual run of such 
annual returns in its references 
to the considorable damage done 
by the hig typhoon of lost August.

The afforestation of tho 
wasto hillside lands of the Colony 
is being continued, many pounds 
of pino seeds boing sown broad- 
caut, and this can hardly koop 
pace with the loss which is suf: 
fored from storms. and fires, -Dur- 
ing tho big typhoon last your, in 
ono plantation aluno 2,000 pine 
troos wore killod and. moro 
than 3,000 soriouely damaged, 
whilst in ono caso in 1923 over 
4,000 pina troas and. about ‘the 
samo numbor of othor troos wero 
dostroyed in a - forest fira at 
Mount Kellot.
